Midnight Bayonet Conflicts. 


MESSENGER who has arrived here from 
Port Arthur (says Mr. Bennet Burleigh, 
writing from Chefoo to the Telegraph ou 
Dec. 26) states that as soon as darkness 
had set in on the evening on Dee, 22 the Japanese 
made an attack on the northern defences with a 
light column, 5000 strong, with many machine- 
guns. They dashed along the railway and over the 
hard, frozen ground, covered with snow, carried 
trench after trench, and succeeded іп reaching 
the watercourse beneath Pai-yai-shan Moun- 
tain, from which the Russian machine-guns, in 
conjunction with the heavy artillery on the 
An-tzu-shan and Shan-shu-shan forts, trained 
| inwards, worked terrible execution, The ground 
was continually swept for a distance of several 
hundreds of yards. <A fierce bayonet fight took 
place at midnight. Both sides advanced in the 
open under the rays of the searchlights. The 
troops stabbed frantically аб each- other, 
and fired аб point-blank range. Men who 
stumbled on the frosted surface were killed 
before they were able to rise. А strong 
Russian force advancing eastwards of Pai-yai- 
shan threatened the retreat of the Japanese, 
who, after a desperate struggle, retired north, 
leaving several machine-guns, 300 rifles, апа 
80 prisoners. It is estimated that they lost 
600 men killed. The flashes of the rifles were 
visible from the new town. The Japanese halted 
near the cemetery, and, finding that both their 
flanks had carried all the works forming the out- 
lying ring of the main forts, they entrenched on 
theismall hills near I-tyu-shan, under a severe 
enfilading fire, which caused them heavy losses. 
| On an average, forty trains with reinforcements 
| are now arriving weekly at Port Arthur from 
| Dalny. Fires are frequently seen to be in pro- 
gress within Port Arthur. It is reported that 
General Nogi was severely wounded Фу rifle- 
bullets in the<ńrm and leg while he was direct- 
ing the operations which preceded the capture of 
203-Métre Hil, and is now in Dalny Hospital. 

It is believed that it was the intention of the 
stormers to penetrate into the new town, and to

Information bas been received at Seoul to the 
effect that on Dec. 20 the Japanese scouts en- 
countered a small body of Russian troopers at 
Hong-won, in Northern Korea: Sharp fight- 
ing ensued, as the result of which the Rus- 
sians were defeated, and retreated with their 


wounded, leaving several dend bodies on the | 


field. A quantity of ammunition was captured. 
No casualties are reported on the side of the 
Japanese On the same day two ‘skirmishes 
occurred on the upper part of the Yalu River, 


| between Russian troopers and a Japanese recon- 


noitring party. The Russians lost a few men, 
but the number has not yet been ascertained. 
One man was taken prisoner, and some -horses 
and rifles were captured. It is reported that the 
Russian Colonel who was lately in command of 
the troops at Hai-yen has been promoted to the 
rank of Major-General as a reward for his. great 
bravery, and is now’ stationed on the Upper 
Yalu. The Japanese military authorities are 
actively engaged in enlarging their military 
quarters in various districts. At Seeul they are 
giving large sums of money for suitable -sites. 


General Hasegawa, commander of the Japanese 
troops in Korea, has been received in audience 
by the Korean Emperor. The General's resi- 
dence’ із shortly to be connected by telephone 
with the palace. 

The New York Herald has received the follow- 
ing special telegram from Seonl— 

The Japanese garrison here has been largely 
reduced. Troops are leaving Chemulpo by 
transport, bound north, as tbe mouth of tie 
Yalu and also Chinnampo Harbour are icebound. 
At the close of December the Japanese con- 
template laying a light railway across the ice to 
the outside islands, thus enabling the landing 
of supplies for the Manchurian army during the 
winter, as Dalny Harbour, since the construction 
of the breakwater there, is frequently ісе- 
bound. Notwithstanding freezing weather the 
Japanese railway from Ping-yang to Wiju is 
bem pushed rapidly, in the expectation of 
opening the line for military traffic next month. 
Persistent though unconfirmed reports credit

The Queen herself distributed 
the gifts for the latter. On Christmas Day the Royal 
Family all attended Divine Service at Sandringham 
Church, His Majesty's domestic chaplain, Canon Hervey, 
officiating. The Christmas dinner-party was held in the 
grand dining-hall. Roast beef and plum-pudding figured 
оп the menu, which also included boar's head, a Christmas 
gift from the German Emperor.

The first cruiser squadron is to join the Channel Fleet in 
February, and a month later the Naval Reserve drill- 
ships from the various home ports will proceed to Bere- 
haven for a month's instructional cruise with Admiral 
Willson’s force. This innovation has been made in order 
to give the Reserves a thorough sea-training. In future 
they are to spend three months of every year at sea with the 
Channel Fleet.—The Admiralty һауе decided to clear all 
the obsolete ships from the dockyards, and moor them in 
places where they will be quite out of the way. Small 
fleets are to be placed in the Solent, the Blackwater River, 


the Kyles of Bute, and the Firth of Forth. Altogether 
some sixty or more old war-ships are to be got rid of in 
this way 


Peers Mansion Destroyed. — Uffineton Hall, 
near Stamford, the Lincolnshire seat of Lord Lindsey, was 
last week destroyed by fire. The outbresk was discovered 
іп an upstairs nursery in the north-west wing, and ís 
thought to have been causel by a defective fire-hearth. 
By the time the Stamford Fire Brigade arrived the 
mansion was in flames. Soon the roof of the main 


building fell in, and the firemen confined their attention to 
saving the south-east wing. The farm hands and villagers 
rendered valuable aid in rescuing furniture, pictures, and 
books from the library. A quantity of gold and silver 
plate, which was stored in a fireproof safe, escaped 
damage; but Lady Lindsey lost all her jewellery and 
wardrobe. Uffinuton House was built in 1688 by Charles 
Bertie, fifth son of Montague, Earl of Lindsey. The interior 
of the mansion consisted almost entirely of wood, and the 
panels of pine had a coating of pitch at the back for 


warmth, with the result that the building blazed like 
tinder. The damage done by the fire is estimated at 
£40,000. Тһе loss is partly covered by insurance

Train Smash at Aylesbury.—A terrible го ват 
accident, resulting in the loss of four lives, occurred 
Aylesbury in the early hours of Friday morning last week 
The Great Central mail and newspaper train from Maryle- 
bone was derailed on entering Aylesbury station, and 
completely wrecked. ‘The engine dashed up the permanent 
way and the siope of the platform, leapt into the air, 
and crashed down, wheels uppermost, the mangled fore- 
part being buried in the trac and the footplate 

en away. Во terrific was the force of the impact that 
greater part of the curriages were telescoped and piled 
one on top of the other in a huge heap of wreckage twenty 
feet high, What wight have been а worse disaster was 
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averted by the promptitude of Signalman Keedle. .Hearing 
the става, and knowing that the Manchester to London 
express was just then due to pass through the station, he 
#rısped the lever and turned the signals against the 
oncoming train. He was only just in time. Тһе driver of 
the up express applied his brakes and slackened speed, so 
thatalthough his train over some of the wreckage, and 
the engine was overtufned, no one was hart, Seven men— 
all railway employés—were travelling in the wrecked 
newspaper train. Of these four were killed, while the 
three others were injured, опе of them seriously. The 
victims were Daniel Summers, thirty-six, engine-driver ; 
Joseph Stanton, twenty-five, flreman; George Masters, 
twenty-nine, fireman; and Josepli Barnshaw, thirty-two, 
envine-driver. An inquest was opened on Saturday by the 
"Mid-Bueks coroner. Evidence of identification having 
been given, the inquiry was adjourned in order that 
evidence аз to the catastrophe might be collected.

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A Seed-Tester.' 


VERY simple method of testing seed comes from 
America—like many other smart ideas —a circular

having been issued describing the method. As long 

as seedsmen fail to give any form of guarantee with 

seeds they sell, it is necessary for the purchaser to be able 
to estimate the quality of what is offered to him. The per- 
eentage of seed that will grow can easily be determined by

means of this simple tester. Міх the seed thoroughly, and 
count out опе hundred or two hundred seeds just as they 
come, making no selection. Pat them between a fold of 
cotton-fl tnnel, or some similar cloth, taking care not to let 
the seeds touch one another. Lay the cioth on a plate; | 
moisten the eloth well, but dosnot saturate it; cover with 
another plate, and keep at a temperature of about seventy 
degrees. On the second and third days take ont and count 
the sprouted seeds. Good seed should germinate £0 per 
cent, or more in three days. 


A New Agricultural College. 


Tt is announced that an agricultural college on a vast 
scale is to be established by 1907 within twenty miles of 
Montreal, Canada, at St. Ann's, which is to be the most 
complete agricultural college in the world. Iv is to ba 
known as the Macdonald Foundation for Rural Education. 
The organisation will be in the hands of Sir W. Macdonald 
and Mr. Robertson, until recently Dominion Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, but who has resigned that position 
on purpose to take over, with Sir William Macdonald, 
the direction of the college, which is to consist of three 
departments, the first for original research in bacteriology, 
as applied to soils and products ; the second department of 
farms for the practical illustration of the discoveries in 
the research department; and the third a department of 
instruction, combining a farming school and a college of 
agriculture. Both małe and female students will be taken 
us residents. The laboratories are to be equipped in the 
most complete manner, and theg best features of the 
principal agricultural colleges in Elirope and America will 
be adopted. The new college is due to Sir William 
Macdonald’s munificenee, which is reported to be not less 
than £1,000,000 sterling. Sir William has indeed done 
well with the money which Providence has placed in his 
power to disburse so beneficently, and he is fortunate, too, 
in his early selection of site and superintendence,

Strawberries in Fots. 


The sharp spell of frost that has so suddenly come upon 
us this season will, we fear, prove particularly trying tu 
strawberries that are standing in the open awaiting the 
time when they will be required for forcing. In our time, 
says a writer in the Market Gardener, we Бате tried all the 
methods that are known to market growers for keeping 
these unharmed. One season we tried the old plan of 
building them up in long ridges much in shape like the 
mushroom beds in the epen air, the plants being embedded 
in their pots on their sides and the crowns covering each 
face of the ridge. We, however, discarded this method, as, 
although it was splendid for the pots, preventing breakage 
by frost, still the soil in the pots usually got too dry to please 
us. We have also wintered them on the floor of the cold 
peacnhouses, and provided the houses are kept freely ventil- 
ated they do very well here. We have wintered them, too, in 
cold pits and frames, and provided there is no coddling this is 
a good place, if the lights cannot be used for anything else. 
АП these methods we have tried, but we have not found 
any of them give such good results as plunging them in 
ashes to just above the rims of the pots, letting the ashes 
run down over the rims of the pots, so that they are 
covered. By this means the plants are rested in a netural 
manner, and the roots are preserved and the potes also. 
Enormous losses come to those who leave their plants 
standing about unprotected. Damage із дозе to the 
roots, and the pots, owing to the expansiou of moisture 
through frost, are split. We ask for a more rı tional method 
of treatment for this plant, for it is w the zrower's great 
interest to see his early Btrawberries weil cared for "The 
plants must have rest, and the more perfectly this-eah be 
given the better will be the result attained, all other things 


being equal.

A bird “ going light," or showing symptoms of: being 
consumptive, should be isolated from ай other birds, and, 
if possible, kept on a grass run. “He should at once be 
given a stiff dose of Epsom salts, say thirty grains, in a

syringe. On the following morning a teaspoonful of neat 
gin or whisky shou'd be put down the ird's throat half 
an hour before breakfast. Feed him on good poultry 
biscuit-meal, well soaked and mixed Xith cooked vege- 
tables and fine sharps, for breakfast, and sound wheat 
for tea, with « small quantity of meat occasionally at mid- 
day, but always plenty of fresh green food, such as chopped 
onions, watercress, dandelions, and the like. Put a trough 
of clean water and a box of flint grit within reach, so that 
he may partake of them at will. Medicinally, allow cod- 
liver oil and iron, which can be obtained in capsule form, 
one or (жол day being sufficient. If the fowl refuses to 
eat the soft food, let him have grain only; but, provided 
the stuff із well prepared, it is probable that the salts and 
spirit will cause him to have an appetite for the meal,
